the other half in computer science. 

The idea. Simmons said, is to 
help faculty members upgrade 
their credentials so that they can 
teach in overloaded areas. 

The university has also been 
working on other ideas to relieve 
some of the overcrowded classes 
and teaching loads. 

Simmons explained that the 
university is trying to attract 
qualified faculty members from 
the outside along with its efforts 
aimed at internal redirection. 

Another of the problems that 
CTM has been trying to address is 
the lack of black faculty members 


Of the 22n fulltime faculty on 
campus, only two are black. 

"In order to achieve integration, 
we need to prov ide meaningful role 
models for our black students." the 
vice chancellor explained. 

"But in areas of steady state 
staffing, we cannot always add 
additional faculty members, 
except where we find openings 
through retirement, in areas with 
rapid turnover, or in areasof rapid 
growth."

Overall enrollment fairly stable while 
students shift their course choices

While overall enrollment at 
I’TM has been relatively stable, 
the number of students enrolled in 
various curricula has switched 
dramatically over the last seven 
years, according to Milton 
Simmons, vice chancellor for 
academic affairs. 

“Our enrollments have been 
really solid, but the pattern of 
student choice for classes has 
shifted," Simmons explained. 

“We have about the same 
number of students that we did 
several years ago. but they are 
bunching up in classes and the 
inner distribution is no longer the 
same." 

The Tennessee Higher Educa¬ 
tion Commission reported that in 
the last three years, CTM 
experienced the greatest overall 
enrollment increase of the nine 
state institutions, adding 2(52 
students since the fall quarter of 
1979 for a changeof seven percent. 

Chancellor Charles Smith said 
that the university is currently at a 
level essential for maximally 
efficient operation. 

"Now that CTM has achieved an 
optimal level of enrollment, the 
challenge for the future is to 
sustain it," he emphasized. 

"We do not seek further growth " 

Internally, however, there have 
been some great shifts of student 
curriculum choices, not all of 
which the university has 
anticipated 

One of the largest areas of 
growth. Simmons pointed out, has 
been in the School of Business 
Administration 

He said that many students are 
switching to business programs 
from the School of Education 

"The rate of decline in teacher 
enrollment is about the Same here 
as it is across the country. 

"It reflects the perception by 
students that ready employment is 
just not available in the field. 

Simmons said that in the fall 
quarter of 197b. the School of 
Business was teaching 7,720 credit 


hours. 

In contrast, the School of 
Business is teaching 12,254 credit 
hours this fall for an increase of 
almost 72 percent in the last seven 
years. 

He compared this with figure 
from the School of Education 
which showed, in elementary anti 
secondary education combined for 
the same time period, a decrease of 
almost 12 percent. 

These figures do not include 
physical education, music and art. 

The vice chancellor explained 
that some other departments and 
schools have had increases and 
decreases, but these have been 
comparatively slight. 

He said that there has been an 
increase in the departments of 
mathematics anti computer 
science, engineering and 
communications and a decrease in 
the Department of Home 
Economics 

"When the enrollment is the 
same and the number of faculty 
members is the same, it taxes to the 
utmost the adaptive powers of the 

university to make the adjust 
ments." 

Simmons explained that there 
has been tremendous pressure in 
getting additional faculty and 
reallocating funds and resources to 
those areas which have evidenced 
student growth. 

"We are working on a five year 
plan for faculty development, 
trying to redirect resources into 
areas where the students are." he 
explained. 

“But what do you do when you 
have tenured faculty in a 
department were enrollment has 
decreased?’ 

I’artial support from the Title 
11! grant has gone to help faculty 
members upgrade their creden¬ 
tials and keep current in their 
fields. Simmons said. 

He cited the example that four 
faculty members from the School 
of Education have taken 
adv antage of the situation and one. 
who is teaching half of his load in 
education courses, is now teaching 


association between the Com¬ 
munications Department and the 

Pacer. 

First, as stated originally in 
Briody's proposal, "the depart¬ 
ment would have no responsibility 
for editorial position, news content 
or determination of the same." The 
department would also have no 
control over the approval of the 
budget or approval of the student 
editors, both duties now assigned 
to the Publications Committee. 

Second, in the agreement, the 
Communications Department will 
provide a qualified, professional 
advisor, n return for the advisor's 
stipend, who would lie subject to 
approv al and rev iew each year by 
the Publications Committee with 
the Pacer staff in agreement. 

Third, a system will be set up 
incorporating communications 
students, in the process of the 
Pacer The program will 
continence with shared responsi¬ 
bilities between the department 
and the CTM Print Shop, 
presently handling production. 
This program will lie imitated 
with the idea that the Communi¬ 
cations department will eventually 
be answerable for all the 
typesetting and manual produc¬ 
tion production except for the 
basic mechanical printing of the 
paper. In return for these services, 
the Communications Department 
will lie [laid on a yearly basis by the 
Pacer what is now budgeted to the 
CTM Print Shot).

Heeds a 13oost 

C hancellor Smith said recently that education is "losing ground." In 
order to get back to the thinking of the good ol’ days, a time when an 
education was a grand and meaningful thing, education, he said, must be 
reinsated as a priority. And with the two-phase equity program underway 
here at UTM, things are looking up already. 

During the first phase of the program, which is aimed at raising UTM 
faculty salaries to a level comparable to faculty salaries across the state, a 
study of institutions across the state revealed that UTM faculty salaries are 
relatively lower than those of faculties of other universities. The second 
phase of the equity program, aimed at funding the $90,000 deficit, is 
already underw ay and, according to Dr. Simmons, is to be the number one 
priority for the next budget year. 

This program benefits students as well as faculty, for better salaries 
means a better faculty which means a better education. It is a privilege that 
we are free to be educated, and a responsibility that we take advantage of 
the opportunity. I^arn to value a higher education-students must rise to 
the occasion and meet the challenge. 

If education must be threatened by exorbitant fees (due to lack of state 
and federal funding, or cutbacks in student financial aid), at least our 
freedom is put to the test. Hard times only make an education all the more 
precious, for a greater appreciation of “the good things" arisesduringsuch 
times. Politics of plenty is dead-'Tf I can't have everything, then I have to 
decide what is most important.” An education isaworthwhilegoal, indeed, 
but potential often goes undeveloped when a student fails to meet the 
challenge. Education suffers as a result. 

UTM's equity program will boast higher education. The faculty will have | 
done their part-the rest is up to the students.

“My main job is co-ordinating the 
activities of people who look for faults." 
said McKeown. 

Stearns, who started studying the 
New Madrid Zone in 1954. said the two 
main problems with studying 
earthquakes are finding out where 
they will occur and when they will 
occur. 

"Faults that are detected near the 
surface of the earth are usually new 
faults,” said Stearns. 

The possibility of another 
earthquake the size of the one that 
caused Reelfoot Lake is extremely 
unlikely, according to Johnston. 

“Earthquakes of the magnitudes

“The danger of a fault is related to its 
length but the New Madrid Zone is 
extremely wide. In this case length is 
academic because of the three large 
earthquakes that occurred in 1811 and 
1812.” said Stearns. 

Strange behavior in wildlife is 
sometimes a sign that an earthquake is 
possible, explained Johnston. 

“Nobody knows how this happens 
Animals do sense activity prior to an 
earthquake. In Japan snakes came out 
of hibernation prior to an earthquake 
and froze to death. This is a question 
that has never been answered. High 
frequency sounds caused by the stress 
in the earth or the stress in the earth 
expelling positive ions that the 
animals are sensitive to are two 
explanations." concluded Johnston.

that caused Reelfoot Lake happen 
about once every 1500-1600 years. 
Ninety percent of all earthquakes are 
too small to feel. The higher the 
magnitude of the earthquake the more 
infrequent the earthquake," said 
Johnston. 

McKeown said that the best type of 
shelter, in cage of an earthquake, is 
under the doorway of a frame house. 

"Some buildings have been 
engineered for earthquakes in the San 
Fernando Valley but there is no way to 
test them to see if they are earthqake 
proof." said McKeown. 

“The New Madrid Zone compares in 
size to the San Andreas fault in 
California as far as its capability fora 
major earthquake but it is not 
considered a major fault as far as the 
entire world is considered." explained 


A panel of seismic experts, 
sponsored by the UTM Academic 
Speakers Program and Departmentof 
Geosciences and Physics, was featured 
in a discussion of earthquakes during 
the Nov. 19 meeting o i the Tennessee 
Academy of Science at UTM. 

The panel was comprised of Arch 
Johnston, the director of the Tennessee 
Earthquake Information Center in 
Memphis. Tn., Richard Stearns, a 
professor of geology at the University 
of Vanderbilt and Francis McKeown 
of Denver. Colorado. 

"My primary concern is with the 
New Madrid Zone The New Madrid 
Zone is a very interesting place to 
study earthquakes.

In its Tint three games under firat- 
year Head Coach Tom Hancock, the 
UTM basketball team has been 
everything but boring. 

The Pacers began the season with a 
124-83 victory over Lambuth College 
of Jackson. The offensive output of 124 
points bettered a school record of 119 
points scored against Belmont College 
in a 119-75 victory in 1970. 

The beginning of the season was 
even more surprising since UTM 
averaged only 62.8 points a game last 


season on its way to a 20-11 season and 
quarterfinal appearance in the NCAA 
Division II national championship 
tournament.

We had a few 
injuries but every team plays with 
injuries. 

If someone told me at the beginning 
of the season that we would win five 
games this year. I might have told 
them they were dreaming. Our kids 
came together and, at times, played 
over their heads. We were 
outnumbered a lot of times, but when 
you battle together and succeed, it’s a 
great feeling. This team did that at 
times this season. 

As a coaching staff, we know we can 
improve. We look forward recruiting, 
thinking that we could use one player 
at every position. Obviously, though, 
there are positions that we will go after 
more heavily than others. We can't go 
out and sign a bunch of people, but we 
can let people know we are interested 
in them and then wait and see how 
things go. We will look at high school 
players in West Tennessee first, 
because we want to build a program 
that people in this area can be part of. 

Next year, we may be think again. 
But we’ll have a group you can be 
proud of. We want everyone to feel a 
part of our program. I know it helps us 
when we know that people are behind 
us and supporting the program.

The next match, against North 
Alabama, was short but not so sweet!

15-4. UTM did come back with some 
fire and confidence in the second game 
but it wasn't enough to pull out the 
match, as UNA outscored the orange 
and white 18-16. 

Bringing the day to a close, UTM 
managed to put a win on their side as 

they put Troy State University to 
defeat. The Lady Pacers controlled 
their opponents with a defined 
offensive attack and a mobile 
defensive unit. UTM won 15-8, 12-16 
and 15-13. 

UTM ended their five-team pool 
play Saturday morning as they faced 
Livingston University.

According to Hammond 75-80 
percent of the total income of the 
cafeteria comes from charges. 

“We have an amazingly good 
collection rate on the charge 
system because a student must 
clear his bill before returning to 
school, receiving his diploma or 
getting his transcripts for 
transferring," said Hammond.
